—His Movements in Various Towns— 
Kelly’s Statement to the Police—A 
Damaging Admission Ooncerning His 
Registrations at the Hotel—Why Was

J. B. Kelly, who was arrested in this city 
ht before last as oneof the Cronin con- 
irators, left this morning for Chicago 

with Detectives Thomas and Collins 
and = Lieut. Clarke, night Chief of 
Detectives of Chicago. Kelly provesto be a 
queer character. He is evidentiy a very 
shrewd individual, and if he does know any- 
thing the Chicago police wili find is 
very dimicult to pumo it out 
of bim. He waived 4 reqguisi- 
tion or any formalities, whatever, accom- 
panying the officers as willingly as if he was 
to be taken on A tree trip to 
Europe avd paid for his time. 
For a guilty man this seems 
rather strange. The st. Louls police say he 
went willingly, because he thought he was to 
be shown as Cooney, the Fox, and 
knowing he could not be recog- 
nized as this individual, aceom- 
panied his captors, hoping that his confidence

He sald he left a bundle of clothing 
in a Chicago restaurant before leaving and 
that he would make it à point to try and find 
it on his return. 
THEY BELIEVE HE IS SMITH. 

The pairof Chicago Vido who reached 
the olty last evening asseumedWan air of mys- 
tery and at first gave fictitious names. They 
talked to the prisoner sometime and then 
informed Frese and Zeigler that 
there was no doubt whatever 
on the score of Kelly being the man they 
wanted. They also stated that while he was 
known as J. B. Kelly in Chicago, they had 
long felt satisfied that he was Sullivan's 
friend Smith, who drove Dr. Cronin and 
who also executed that part of the 
pes charged against Simonds. The fact that 
telly beg | accompanied them withouta 
requisition did not appear to shake their con- 
fidence in the theory that he was the 
right man. em‘ explained that he 
would be taken efore the Conklins 
as soon as he reached Chicago, as well as oth- 
ers who can, it is claimed, identify bim as the 
driyer. It also developed that the search for 
Kelly commenced six months ago, and that no 
expense or labor was spared in following up 
clews concerning his whereabouts. 

The detectives did not explain why they 
failed to bring Mrs. Conklin or some other 
person familiar with the case toa sufficient 
extent to say whether or nothe wasthe man 
Smith. They insisted, however, that it was a 
very important capture and seemed greatly 
pleased to have the man. They did not nand- 
out him at the depot, but had cuffs and leg- 
gings ready for him if océasion demanded 
their use.

WHAT DID HE MEAN? 

While the suspect was in his cell yesterday 
morning he made a statement which may yet 
work wonders against him. This was before 
the news of the capture had leaked out in this 
city. Capt. Yonhg had occasion to go back 
in the-noldover and engaged the suspect in 
conversation on the subject of his arrest. 
Kelly seemed n to talk, and was then 
— confident that he would be released be- 

ore the nextday. He brought up the point 
that his name was on the register 
at the lodging house at Fourth 
and Christy avenue since last August. 
„And 1 am going to have those signatures 
taken out and put in evidence,’’ he said, 
without thinking of the moment of bis words. 
He realized in an instant what he had said, 
however, and eyed the Captain suspiciously 
forafew minutes to see what eit it had 
produced. The Captain didnot Wink, how- 
ever, and the suspect went on to say that 
with the exception of one or two evenings he 
had been in St. Louis every day since he had 
left Chicago. These statements don’t help 
Kelly’s case in the least. If he 
was an honest book peddier as he pro- 
fessed to be what object had he in 
going to a hotel every evening and paying his 
25 cents as he said he had done and registering 
his name when by making arrangements with 
the proprietor of the house he could have ob- 
tained rates which would have enabled him to 
have saved considerable money? For six 
months he had taken the trouble to register 
every evening. Thisilooks as if he was making 
ready to leave thecity atany minute. The 
proprietor’s story, too, that Kelly spent most 
of his days in bed and his nights on the street 
does not exactly bitch with the business which 
the suspect alleged he carried on while in St. 
Louis. 

That Kelley did make at least a show of 
selling books, however, is indisputable. He 
was even in the Four Courts, and uses this 
fact to plead his ignorance of the fact that he 
was wanted by the police. But what made 
him say be was the man wanted in Chicago, 
but was innocent of the crime charged, if he 
was an innocent man, unsuspecting of evil? 
Sergt. Cummings says that about the first of 
last month, a few days after the men had 
received their checks, Helly came into 
the office of the Oentral District Police 
station and oftered for sale a small pocket 
dictionary, anumber of which he had in a 
strap under his arm. The sergeant was in 
charge at the time and told the fellow that he 
did not want any of his books. Kelly per- 
sisted in showing what he had, however, and 
did not leave until he had been ordered ont 
with the threat of arrest. As soon as the 
Sergeant asked him if he had a peddler’s li- 
dense he made for the door. Kelly says he 
was ali over the Four Courts the same duy 
trying to sell his books, but met with no suc- 
cess whatever.

Vall’s Attorneys Bay They Will Push the In- 
vestigation, and Demand That the Body 
of Mrs. Vail Be Exhumed—Julian Laugh- 
Un Starts for St. Charles to Have This 
Dene, But Returns — Vatil’s Insurance 
BReceord—Four Policies and Four Fires— 
A Strange Incident at Night in Forest 
Park — Vail’s Atter ners Deny That a 
Warrant Has Been Issued, But a Sheriff 
Arrives to Arrest the Prisener.

St. :OHARLES, Mo., Feb. 19.—Mr. George 
Blattery appeared before Prosecuting Attor- 
mney O. J. Madd here this morning, and swore 
outa warrant charging Charles Vail of St. 
Louis with the murder of his wife, 
Fannie Vail. Prosecuting Attorney Mudd 
met sheriff John F. Schneider at 
the new depot at II o'clock this 
morning as he was returning from St. Peters 
and delivered into his hands the warrant and 


sent him on to St. Louis to make the arrest.

Marshall F. McDonald of Vall’s counsel 
ald toa POST-DISPATCH reporter this after- 
noon, that instead of avoiding an investiga- 
tion his client would demand and 
insist on having the authorities 
make one in the matter. **Julian 
Laughlin, he said, started up to St. Charies 
this morning for the purpose of ordering the

VAIL'’S ARREST ASKED. 

Ohkief Huebler received a telegram from St. 

Charles shortly after noon to-day in-

Vall and asking that 
he be arrested and beld until the arrival of 
the Sheriff, who was on the way to the city. 
The police went out to look for Vail, but aid 
motfind him. He was probably in Mr.Laugh- 
lin’s private office. 

At3 o’clock Sheriff Schneider of St. Charlies 
Oounty arrived and went at once to the 
Four Courts. He asked if Vail 
hed been arrested, and when informed 
that he had not been Mr. Schneider said that 
he had a warrant for Vall, charging bim with 
murder in the first degree, and he would like 
to have assistance in finding aim. He was 
given assistance and Vail will no doubt be 
under arrest before night, and taken to St. 
Charles this evening. 

MES. VAIL’S STORY. 

Ben F. Clark, the attorney, hada conver- 
ation with the late Mrs. Vall regarding di- 
Vvorce. This mornin he consented to 
tell the story. ee made the ac- 
guaintance of Mise Fannie Slatery when sne 
Was a witness ina divorce suit. She testified 
to the good character of my client. My next 
meeting with her was in my office before her 
marriage to Vall. She came to 
ask me if there was any bar to Vail’s 
n ing, he having been recently dtvoreed. 
Itoid her there was not and she ssia she in- 
tended to marry him. Some time after this I 
met her ona street car. She beckoned me 
to sit beside her, and told me she had been 
married. Lasked herwhy the marriage had 
mot been made public, and she told me 
it was kept a secret from zl but 
her immediate relatives at Vall’s 
‘gequest. He said that he would get some 
money from some estate if the marri was 
mot known. She said: It places e in 
a fearful position and I don’t like 
it. I am thinking about divorce 
and may come to see you. He is the most 
deceitful, treacherous man I ever met. 
About aweek or ten days later she came 
to my office to talk about divorce. 
She said she did not fee! safe 
in van“ company and that she saw very littie 
of him. She could notsay why she felt unsafe, 
but said it was something in his 
ner. I asked if e had 
abused her and she said 
had not except once when he said to her: 
— — vou, IT married you for a purpose, 
and I haven't accomplished it vet. At 
another time he told her he bad married ber 
or convenience. He was with her but very 

ttle. I told hershe did not have grounds for 
a divorce, and advised herto make the best 
of her situation. I believed that it would 
eomeailright in the end, and if there was 
more trouble she might come to see me. 

VAIL’S ATTORNEY ENTERS A DENIAL.

Neither Vail nor 
his attorneys have been notified that an in- 
quest bas been ordered. On the strength of 
rumors they called on Wm. C. Jones late late 
night and asked him if he knew of any pro- 
posed inquest. He informed them that he did 
not. The inquest will not be held until the St. 
Louls parties have been notified. Marshall .

stated that unless the authorities exhumed 
the body of their own accord Vail would de- 
mand it. .

who under such circumstances could volun- 
tarily walk into the office of the company that 
is urging his prosecution to ask for informa- 
tion aboutthe movements ofthe officer who 
may be his prosecutor. But this incident oaly 
shows as several others have that Vail isa 
man of remarkable nerve and phenomenal 
self-control. Not once since the Investigation 
of his wife’s death begun has be been for a 
moment ruffied or disturbed, and Mrs. Hay- 
den, Mrs. Vail’s cousin, says that he went to 
sleep at midnight, four hours before his wite 
died. 

The visit of George Slatery to St. Charles is 
for three purposes. Inthe first piace he is 
anxious for the inquestto be held, since 
that is the only way to begin 
an official investigation of the shooting. Mr. 
McAtee and his family are violently opposed 
to the exhumation of the body and to an au- 
topsy. They are strict Catholics, and since 
she was buried with the rites of the church 
and in consecrated ground, they do 
not wish her resting-place disturbed. It 
is probable, however, that the wishes 
of the family will not be regarded in this re- 
spect. Neither the insurance companies nor 
Vail can now afford to drop this matter; it has 
gone too farand the county authorities can- 
not proceed without an inquest. 

The New York Lite Insurance Co. has noti- 
fied Mr. Slatery that his mother, sisters and 
brother are the beneficiaries under the policy 
in that company and the agent has told them 
to prepare the papers and the money would 
be paid. Mr. Vail will perfect the papers 
while in St. Charles County, and he will also 
look after the mortgage on Mrs. 
Siatery’s household furniture, as securi- 
ty for which he gave him a bill of sale on two 
Jersey calves and a cow. 

If VAIL Is INNOCENT 
ot all the charges brought against him he de- 
serves the deepest sympathy, for every day 
brings new accusations, more than are pub- 
lished, for many are investigated and 
found untrue and of others there is no 
proof. Mrs. Vail’s family and relations 
charge him with conduct that is inbuman and 
horrible, They say that Mrs. Vail lived in 
eonstant fear of her husband, though she 
placed herself at hie mercy time Ln 
hoping that by doing what he wish she 
couid lead him to do right. Mrs. Slatery 
relates one incident, which, if the motive 
was wrong, was diabolical. One raw, dis- 
agreeable night when a drizzling rain was 
failing Vail drove to the house in a buggy and 
asked his wife to go with him fora drive. 
Mrs. Slatery says that she and Miss Christie 
both urged her not to go; it was so dark and 
the weather was so bad. But Mre. Vail 
sald Charlie wanted her to go and she thougnt 
she had better; maybe he was going to treat 
her differently; and with him sheſwent, almost 
to her grave. When she returned home, Mrs. 
Slatery says, she told a terrible story of that 
drive. She said that when they 
had driven into Forest Park Vail 
complained of the way the horse behaved 
and soon he stopped the buggy and stepped 
out, saying: I'll whip that — horse.’’ 
Just as he stepped down he threw the reins 
on the borse’s back, then with all his might 
he began tolash the horse with the whip. 
Mrs. Vail said she had presence of mind 
enough to lean forward for the reins, and 
fortunately she caught them. She drew them 
tight, but 

TRE HORSE WAS VICIOUS 
and plunged and struggled to get away from 
the lashes Vail was still layingon him, until 
finally Vail stopped and Mrs. Vail subdued 
the horse. Then Vail got into the buggy again 
and drove home. Mrs. Slatery says 
that Mrs. Valil’s arms and hands 
were sore for days from her fearful 
exertion, trying to keep the frightened animal 
from running away,'forshe knew that once he 
started in the darkness he would surely leave 
the road and she might be thrown against 
a tree or some other obstacle and 
have her brains dashed out. Why 
he threw the lines on the horse’s 
back and stood on the ground, in safety to 
whip the horse, be only knows. But since 
Vail became the subject of an investigation 
the fact has come out that on that very day he 
took out an accident ticket in the American 
Surety Co. of Louisville on his wife’s 
life for $5,000, good for one day only. Itis 
strange that he shouid have taken out 
the ticket on that day, and only 
a one-aay ticket, then behaved so strangely, 
for if Mrs. Vall had not succeeded in holdin 
that tortured animal and had been killed Va 
would have bad a hard time explaining how 
he happened to have an insurance ticket for 
that day only. 

Another peculiar fact is that he was mar- 
ried on July 10 last, and nine 
days later, July 19, he took out 
an annual accident policy on his own life for 
$5,000, and instead of making his nine-days 
bride his beneficiary he had the pare drawn 
in favor of bis sister, Miss Laura Vail. He 
had insurance on his wife’s life, but his sister 
was the beneficiary on his policy, taken out 


1 before his honeymoon was over. 


VAIL, IN HIS STATEMENT 
esterday concerning the insurance on Mrs. 
all’s life, said that the New York policy and 

American tickets would go to Mrs. Vaii’s 
family, notto him; that one of the other 
policies his attorneys thought was not good 
and the fourth alone was drawn in his favor. 
This is true, yet it is not a clear statement 
oftne case. The New York policy makes 
Mrs. Vaii's children hér beneficiaries. If her 
unborn ohild had ever seen the light of day

Joseph Hein, a saddler, 
stopped him and charged him with setting 
fire to the store. They had an altercation and 
both were arrested. he insurance was paid, 
but the business was not resumed. This was 
the first charge that was ever brought against 
him of fraud in connection with insurance. 

On July 13, 1887, he procured a policy for 
$1,260.50 in the Oakland Home Insurance Co. 
on a frame stable on his premises, On July 
23, ten days later, the stable burned and the 
ne Sd settled the loss by paying Vail 


On December, 17, 1888, Charles F. Vail took 
out a policy with James N. Browne on Vail’s 
stable and contents at No. 987 Hamilton piace 
for $00. The stable burned April 19, 1889, and 
in the settlement of tne loss Vail got $475. 

On the day the Peabody Flats took fre, 
when a charge of arson against some one was 
threatened, all had a $5,000 accident ticket 
on his wife’s life. 

And now comes this last charge, that he had 
insured his wife’s life for $20,000 and then 


murdered her. Truly, if he is innocent he

DEATH OF THE WELL-KNOWN HOME RULER 
AT CLAPHAM TO-DAY. 


Sketch of His Life and Services in the Irish 
Cause—He Inaugurated the Obstruction 
Pelicy in the British Parliament—The 
Proposed Treaty Discussed at Ottawa—A 
Firm Protest—Foreigu News. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—Mr. Joseph Gillis Biggar, 
the well-known home-ruler and member of the 
House of Commons for the West Division of 
County Cavan, died to-day at Clapham, a 


suburb of London. He was 62 years old. 
Jeseph Gillis Biggar was born in Belfast on 
ust 1, 1828. He was educated at the Bel- 
Academy in 1842. According to his own 
statement ® was an indolent scholar, 
and as a youth had the same 
distaste for reading which he

he was a North of Ireland Presbyterian. After 
graduation he entered the provision trade 
as assistant to his father,

in Parliament. In 1874 he stood for Cavan and 
was elected. In 1877 he joined the Catholic 
Church. In Parliament he allied him- 
self with A. M. Sullivan, Rich- 
ard Power and M. Sheil, under 
the leadership of Isaac Butt, and at once be- 
came one of the most prominent advocates 
of Home Rule. On April 2, 1875, he distin- 
guished himself by inaugurating the .ob- 
struction policy, speaking for five hours at a 
stretch against time. Subsequently he was 
always ready when a speech was required for 
purposes ofdelay. He afterwards joined the 
party headed by Parnell, of which he has 
since been a leading member. 


The Treaty With the United States. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 19.—Hon. Peter 
Mitchell, in the House yesterday, asked if the 
statement came from reliable sources to the 
effect that a treaty had been almost completed 


by the British Minister at Washington and 
the American Government. He said that it 
had been stated thata treaty had been ar- 
ranged without the consent or knowledge of 
the Canadian Government, in which many of 
Canada’s rights had been surrendered. Such 
action On the part of the Imperial Govern- 
ment would never be sanctioned by the masses 
of Canadians. 

Sir John MacDonald said that the statement 
was utterly without foundation. The British 
Ambassador at Washington had no power to 
act without the knowledge of the Canadian 
Government. He stated that it was 
true that negotiations for a treaty to 
settle all matters of international dis- 
pute between the two countries were 
going on. These negotiations, however, were 
only as yet preliminary, and he could state 
that only the threshold had been reached. 

In answer to another question by Mr. Charl- 
ton, the Premier said that it would not be ex- 
pedient to state whether the modus vivendi 
arrangement would be renewed. A member 
of the Cabinet, however, stated to a reporter 
that license would be issued next session 
under the old arrangements.

THE VAIL TRAGEDY- 

The Vail tragedy, which has aroused 
widespread interest, promises to become 
a celebrated oase, should it reach the 
courts, by reason of some exceedingly 
strange circumstances connected with it. 

Mrs. FANNIE SLATERY VAIL was visiting 
her uncle, JEROME MCATEE, at Old Mon- 
roe, in this State. On Saturday, Febru- 
ary 8, her husband, Cnanxxs F. Van, left 
his home in this city to spend several days 
with her. The following Monday after- 
noon he wanted to return to St. Louis 
and a team was harnessed toa wagon to 
take him to the station. Mrs. Var and 
her cousin, Miss MOATEE, decided to ac- 
company him to the station. The cousin 
had climbed into the wagon, and while 
Vail was helping his wife in, a revolver 
in his overcoat pocket was discharged,and 
Mrs. Val. was fatally shot. VAI 
declared that the shooting was accidental, 
his revolver having struck the tire of the 
wheelin such a way as to cause its dis- 
charge. Mrs. Vail when asked about it 
before her death merely said that her 
husband had told her it was an accident. 
Her remains were interred without fur- 
ther investigation. 

Now come the astonishing features of 
the case. Shortly after his wfte’s death 
VaIL applied for the insurance on her life. 
It was found then that he had piled up 
this insurance to the amount of $20,000, of 
which, strange enough, $15,000 was ac- 
cident insurance, although his wife was 
not traveling. What was still more re- 
markable, before he started for Old 
Monroe he had taken out accident policies 
good for two days only,on himself and 
wife, for $5,000 each. These policies ex- 
pired the evening of the day of the killing 
VAI had allowed a policy on his own life 
to lapse, but had carefully maintained 
all policies on his wife’s life. The agent 
of one of the insurance companies claims 
that Mrs. VaIL’s name was forged on an 
application and that the existence of the 
policy on her life was unknown to her. 

The case is given a more astonishing as- 
pect by the fact that Vail, whose first 
wife had obtained a divorce on the 
ground of desertion, had never openly ac- 
knowledged his second witg and neither 
lived with her nor contributed to her sup- 
port, and witbin eleven days of his mar- 
riage on July 9, last, had applied for $10,- 
000 insurance on her life but without suc- 
cess. The brother of the dead woman 
states that he examined Van's overcoat 
and while the bullet passed through the 
bottom of the pocket it passed out of the 
lining high up at such an angle as neces- 
sitated the forcible twisting of the muzzle 
of the revolver in some way. 

On the basis of these circumstances the 
accident insurance companies refuse to 
make payment. On the same basis a 
thorough investigation of the case by the 


authorities seems to be imperative.

For nearly ten minutes this 

darkness continued, and as itgradually gave 

way to light great banks of smoke that had 

rolled in between the city and the sky rolled 

out toward the northwest under the pressure 
of a strong southeast wind. 

Sergt. Hammon of the Signal Service was on 
the floor of the Merchants’ Pxchange drawing 
the map showing weather conditions when 
the blackness came over the city. He finished 
his work by thé lightof a lantern, and on 
returning to the Signal office began an in- 
vestigation into the ‘ 

CAUSES OF THE PHENOMENON. 
The first instrument questioned was the 
automatic register of wind movement. This 
told a curious story. Inthe half an hour de- 
fore the darkness the wind had varied from 
southeast to southwest several times. Then 


that direction for fiVe minutes, shifted to 
northeast, then to southwest, and finally set- 
tied back to southeast, In this sudden 
change from southeast to northwest iay 
the cause of the darkness. The 
wind had been blowing the smoke 
off the city toward the northwest, and when 
the wind changed its direction it piled u 

this advancing draught of emoke and piled t 
back upon the city obscuring the source of 
light. Thecity was covered with a thick cap 
of smoke through which the unhidden sun 
could hardly have penetrated. 

It was the sudden change in the direction of 
the wind that caused the darkness, but what 
caused the sudden change in the wind’s direc- 
tion. ° 

Consulting the barograph Sergt. Hammon 
found that there had been an increase of .07 
ofan inch of barometric pressure. 

A BUDDEN INCREASE, 

which was lost in a few minutes. That caused 
the wind’s fluctuations, and for the éause of 
the barometric fluctuation the weather map 
which was then being printed was consulted. 
West of St. Louls, extending from a point 
slightly east of Jefferson City over a wide area 
that reaches through Northern Texas, was the 
low barometer of the country early this morn- 
ing. This low is moving ¢6ast, butfexactly 
what its course will be has hardly been de- 
termined, all of the conditions ing not 
yet developed, At the time of the 
wind fluctuations here the edge of the low 
bad probably reached St. Louis and the wind, 
not having had a straight tip as to the direca- 
tion the low barometer would flow, shifted 
almost around acirele in an endeavor to get 
into the proper direction. 

The signal office in Washinaton evidently 
concluded that the low would pass to the 
south of St. Louis, as at 10:30 o’clock a mes 
sage was received predicting rain or saow 
and a cold wave, alias a fall of 20 deg. in 
temperature. The thermometer was then re- 
cording # deg. 

DURING THE DARKNESS 

there was a very slight change in tempera- 
ture. On the register a smali vertical line 
telle how the mercury ran down a fraction of 
a degree and went back immediately. With 
the exception of the rise of .07 at 8:50 o’ clock 
which was compensated a few moments 
ater). there was a steady fall on the barome- 
ter from 7:30 to 10:30 o’ clock from 29.26 inches 
to 29.12 inches. 

At 10:40 o’ clock there was a sudden rise of 
Winch on the barometer, the same wind 
fluctuations thathad been observed at 8:50 
e’clock, and down upon the city flowed the 

reat smoke clouds from the Northwest that 

he southwest wind had been driving out 

there. The northwest wind failed before the 
the obscurity was as intense as at 8:50 but the 
southeast wind did not immediately spring 
up to remove the pall. There was an abso- 
lute calm for nearly fifteen minutes, after 
which the wind drew from the southeast. 

During the time ofthe first darkness there 
were heavy rainstorms through Cen- 
tral lilinois. Lieut. Day of the 8ignal 
Service was in Edwardsville, III., at that 
time. He says the sky was darkened there 
though notas much as in the city, Edwarde- 
ville iacking the smoke to bulld such dismal 
covering. Lightning and thunder accompa- 
nied this Edwardsville cloud, though there 
were no pyroteehnies in St. Louis. There, 
too, was rain and hall, of which there were 
none in St. Louis. The hail, Lieut. Day says, 
was soft and pientiful. 

In consequence of this storm, Which in- 
cluded many other points in Central Illinois, 
telegraph wires were broken down and serv- 
ice gréatly interrupted.

A New Trial Grauted Because an Attorney 
Told the Jury the Citizens’ Line Be- 
longed te Chicago Capitalists—Given 
$50 for a Dog Bite—Judgment Against 
a Diverced Husband— Notes. * 


Professional propriety among lawyers and 
an excessive judgment form the gronudwork 
for a very interesting ruling made by. Judge 
Withrow this morning in the case of Mary A. 
Rice vs. Citizens’ Railway Co. Mrs. Rice 
goton an Easton avenue cable car, and 
Was thrown off at Newstead avenue by 
thecar jerking. fier rib was fractured and 
her hip dislocated. She sued for $10,000, with 
Peabody & Bentley as her attorneys. Wm. E. 
Garvin defended the railway company. There 
was quite ascéne during the trial, Wien is 
mentioned inthe ruling of Judge Withrow, 
and at the conclusion the jury rendered a 
verdict for $4,000 damages, a surprising ver- 
dict, indeed. Mr. Garvin fled a motion for a 
new trial, and Judge Withrow, ruling on the 
motion, says: 

„This cause was tried on the 18th of Janu- 
ary and a verdict rendered in favor ot piain- 
tiff tor $4,000. The defendant filed a motion 
for anew trial and in arrest ot judgment, It 
contends that the verdict is the result of gross 


partiality, passion and prejudicé on the part 
of the jury, and that plaintiff's counsel! was 
gullty = misbebavior in making the following 
statements to the jury in his closing argu- 
ment:’’ 


THE LITTLE SPAT. 
Mr. Bentley: The Oitizens’ Railway Co. is 
not here. This Chicago syndicate who owns 


Sr. Garvie, counsel for the defendent, ob- 


jected. 

The Court: There is no evidence that the 
defendant corporation isowned by a Chicago 
syndicate. You must confine yourself to the 
law and the testimony.’’ 

Mr. Bentley: I have the right to say who 
owns the road.

Tne Court: There is no evidence in the case 
as to who owns the road.“

Mr. Garvin: ‘‘lLobject to the statement that 
plaintifi’s meg eye | has just made calling 
upon the jury for their knowledge of the com- 
mon oceurrence that the cable cars start with 
ajerk. Lobjecttoit as being in contradic- 
tion of an instruction given by the court.’’ 

‘*When counsel for plaintiff was cautioned 
by the court, instead of withdrawing his ob- 
jectionable statements from the jury he per- 
sisted in repeating them. In 
doing he transcended the 
of professional proprie by 
tocomply with the rulings of the court and 
in commenting upon a supposed state of 
facts not in evidence. It is a notorious fact 
that a commercial rivairy has existed for 
some time between the cities of St. Louls and 
Chicago. Inasmuch as such a “*rivaliry 
ma infect the people of either of 
said cities with more or less prejudice against 
the other, an appeal to local pride as preju- 
dice should not have been made, See Gelison 
vs. Zeibig, Mo. ap.

A TALK WITH DIAZ, 


The Geod Work Acoomplished by Ballway 
and Telegraph in Mexico. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. _ 

New York, Feb. 19.— Mr. Olcott, senior 
member of a firm in this city, has returned 
from a three months’ business trip to Mexico. 
While there he spent some time with Preal- 
Gent Diaz. 

Mr. Olcott, who has an intimate knowledge 
of Mexican affairs, in the course of his con- 
versation observed to Gen. Diag the extraor- 
dinary influence which the rafiroads had ex- 


erted in uniting the people and curbing the 
sectional jealousies that had existed between 
the States of the country—an element that had 
done so much inthe past to keep discord in 
the country and aid foreign enemies. 

Gen. Diaz replied that it was not only the 
railroads that had accomplished the unifica- 
tion of the eountry and the disappearance of 
interstate troubles, but that the telegraph had 
done even a larger part. He instanced a cir- 
cumstance. The last attempted uprising was 
in the State of Zacatecas. President Diaz got 
a telegram stating that the troops im the gar- 
rison there were about to get up an insurreo- 
tion. This telegram was received at 6 p. m. 
By 8 o’clock he had a large body of troops 60 
disposed about the city that the uprising was 
impossible. . . 

The President discussed the fortsand ro- 
sults of the payments of Mexican debts and 
said it was a matter of at satisfaction to 
see the results of the policy ne had instituted 
to rehabilitate the credit of Mexico. He con- 
sidered that a nation was on the same pian as 
a trading Company or a corporation 80 far as 
Its finanoial dealings were concerned, and 
that ite credit was of the first necessity,and no 
ons could see the result of his efforts to arrive 


at some basis of settlement with the creditors

WM. SIEVERS SAYS O. C. VOELKER BESTED 
HIM BY FRAUDULENT MBEANS.-

The Story of a Borrower's Misfortune—He 
Got $148.40, for Which He Paid $163, 
and Then Lost All of the Furniture in His 
Home—He Now Asks for Justice. 


This morning Mr. Wm. Sievers called at the 
Four Courts and swore out & warrant charging 
O. C. Voelker with fraud in obtaining from 
him eight receipts for a sum aggregating $65 
by means of false and fraudulent representa- 
tions. The warrant has not yet been served. 

THE STORY TOLD 
by the complainant is as folidws: Sievers isa 
barkeeper and lives at 402 Gratiot street. For 
some time he has been employed in the 
saloon at 109 Market street. He is a married 
man and has one child. He said: 

Early in September, 1888, my wife was 
taken with a sudden and serious iliness. I 
had but little mone laid away at 
the time. This was soon gone. In 
my extremity I resorted to borrowing. On 
October 29 | went to O. C. Voelker, at 714 Pine 
street, and negotiated a loan. I obtained $85 
in cash. It was also agreed that he should 
meet a note for $63.40 soon to fall due asa 
balance On a quantity of household effects 
which [hada short time before purchased. 
In return for this I gave Voelker my personal 
note for $181.50. The total amount 
of my indebtedness, yo see, was but 
$148.40, yet the difference was the sum ex- 
acted as interest on the obligation. To securé 
the personal note I had given and also made 
over to him a mortgage on the effects in my 
house, for which T had paid over #400. The 
debt was to be paid in — instalments of 
$8.60, and Ito pay him any other amount be- 
tween times that I might be in a condition to 
procure. I myself paid over $128 in these

MAKING STEEL. 


Description of a New Process Discovered by 
a Pitteburg Iron- Werker. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 19.—George R. Wilson, 
a youhg engineer and iron-worker, has just 
patented a process for making steel direct 
from iron ore. Cast iron of any grade or 
quality ise meited in a cupola furnace, and is 
topped with an ordinary crane ladle. It is 
swungtoa fire brick lined converter with a 
conical covering with an iron funnel-like 
openings On the bottom are placed a num- 
ber of small cylindrical pots, tined with brick 
and fire-clay. Into the bottom of one of these 
pots is placed agiven quantity of crude nitrate 
ofsoda, the surface of which is leveled and 
covered with a circular perforated plate of 
thick cast iron. At tue side ot the cylinder is 
a hopper covered by a loose-hinged flap of 
boller plate Thie is raisedanda iadie full 
of cast iron is pouredinto the converter, 
falling on top of the perforated plate. 
This becomes gradually heated and are- 
action soon commences in the nitrate, result- 
ing in the development of brown nitrous 
fumes. These are followed by biackish gray 
and whitish fames mixed with steam. In five 
or six minutes deflagratlon ensues. The con- 
verter is then attached and the contents of the 
pot, consisting of crude steel and of siag, are 
emptied on tne floor. The steel can be used 
as itis, or again heated and rolled into suita- 
bie sizes and shapes. The product welds well, 
and is excellent material from which to make 
Cast steel.

In the Prot- 

estant churches spiritual preparation is made 

through prayer and preaching, and in the 

Catholic Church through sermons, hearing 

mass and religious practices, such as the way 

of the cross. The way of the cross, as the 

title indicates, is a following of the sufferings 

of the Savior, In all Catholic churches 

there are pictures representing scenes 

In the passion of the Redeemer, and the 

priest followed bythe people in spirit goes to 

each one of these pictures and reads an ac- 

count of the occurrence which it represents. 

At the conclusion of each account prayers are 
offered. 

PRACTICE OF SEL¥-DENIAL. 

But attendance at church services is not the 
only mode of observing Lent. Self-abnega- 
tion is practiced in everything. All persons 
over 20 years of age and in good health are 
required to fast on some days and abstain 
on others. Attendance at all theatri- 
cal amusements, balls and parties 


are discountenanced. Marriages, birthday 
parties, and in fact all festive events are dis-, 
approved by Catholics and Episcopalians.’ 
Archbishop Kenrick has isaued a prociama- 
tion in regard to the observance of Lent by 
Catholics, During the forty days there will 
be leave by dispensation for the use of flesh 
meat on the following days: All Sundays, 
Mondays, Tuesdays and Thursdays; all 
Saturdays except the Saturday after the 
first day in Lent and Holy Saturday. Next 
— = being the first Sunday of Lent, the 
Archbishop, according to custom, has an- 
nounced thaton that day collections will be 
taken up in ali the churches for the colored 
and Indian missions. The most important 

art of Lent is the last week, which is calied 

oly.week. On Holy Thursday, the day be- 
fore the 1 of the death of the 
Savior, one of the altars in every UCatnolic 
church is beautifully decorated with flowers 
and plants, and illuminated with candles, 
and itis the custom among devout Catholics 
to visit at least three different churches on 
that day. On Good Friday the altars are 
stripped of everything and only a low mass is 
celeprated. Many of the faithful spend nearly 
the whole of Good Friday in prayer in the 
church. On Holy Saturday the water, which 
will be used during the ensuing year in the 
fronts at tbe front of the church, is blessed, 
as is also the oll used for certain sacraments. 
Easter Sunday, the anniversary of Christ’s 
resurrection, is a dayof great joy in the 
churches. The organ which has been stilled 
for several days previous, peals forth again, 
and many Voices send forth hallelujabs, One 
feature of the celebration of Holy Week in the 
Catholic Church is the singing 
of the Tenebrae on Holy Thursday, 
Good Friday and * — evening. 
Candles representing the apposties and the 
Savior are lighted and the former extinguished 
one by one until finally the candle represent- 
ing the Savior is the only one left lighted.

THE ORIGIN OF LENT. 

The observance of Lent is one of very 
ancient origin. Irenaeus, Bishop of Lyons in 
the second ceatury, mentions that the custom 
of keeping afast before Easter was old even 
in his time. There was, however, no un- 
formity of observance. Leol. alludes tothe 
fast of forty days as having apostolic author- 
ity. In one of the homilies of Gregory the 
Great the precise number is fixed, as by 
Cassianus, as thirty-six, but this figure is ob- 
tained by reckoning from the sixth Sunday 
before Easter and deducting Sundays only. In 
the Corpus Juris Canonici’’ this passage is 
reproduced, but with an important change, 
which must have been made before the eighth 
century. It is that in order to make up the 
sacred number of forty days dedicated to fast- 
ing by our Lord it is necessary to take in as 
fasts the four days preceding Quadragesima 
Sunday.

Wednesday afternoons at 4 o’clock 5 m.; 
Friday evenlnes at 7:80 o’clock, and Sunday 
evenings at 7:30 o’clock.

Death of a Veteran Stage Driver.

MIppLETOWwN, N. T., Feb. 19.—There died in 


Bethel, Sullivan County, on the 9th inst., at 


the ripe age of 8 years, Joseph Colt, prob- 
ably the last survivor of the old race of stage- 
coach driyers of the Southern tier counties of 
New York. He began driving when a mere 

outh for the late Capt. Stephen Hamilton of 
fonticello, a famous old-time stage line 
proprietor, and he continued to handle the 
reins over the four-horse teams which bauled 
the heavy Concord coaches that formed the 
ordinary traveling conveyances of the 
day for nearly half — century 
and until stages gave place to 
railroad cars. He drove for a good many 
years on the great southern tier stage line 
over the Newburg and Cochocton turnpike 
between the Hudson River and Buffalo and at 
a time when travel was beset by dangers and 
discomforts. His route lay mamly through 
the original wilderness over hilly and stony 
roads where the rivers were crossed by in- 
secure rope ferries and where biizzards and 
floods and snow blockades were not ot uncom- 
mon occurrence. Joe Colt was looked upon 
as the best and safest whipon the line, the 
handiest in emergencies and the most cheer- 
ful and obliging; and he wasa prime favorite 
with all the old time travelers along the 
southern tier. He was guileless and honest 
as a child and he died poor. His last words, 
spokeg as be lay in a condition of restiess 
semi-delirilum, were professional and charac-

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A FAMOUS CASE BECALLED. 


The Whisman Murder in Kentucky and the 
Fameus Ward-Butler Case. 


A telegram was received from Louisville, 
Ky., to-day, announcing the killing of Rev. 
Michael Whisman, a teacher in Wolfe 
County, by a former pupil named 
Wolfe, for alleged unjust punishment 


inflicted while the latter was a schoolboy. 
This tragedy will recall the famous Ward- 
Butler case, which was one of the most 
famous in the annals of the West. Mathew 
Ward, familiarly known as Matt Ward, was a 
member of one of the most prominent 
families in Louisville. In the year 

his younger brother was sent to the school of 
a gentieman named Butler, who was aiso a 
member of one of the best Kentucky families. 
The father, Rebert Ward, informed Mr. Butler 
that his son had proved very unruly, baving 
been expelled from a number of schoois, 
and requested him . as a er- 
sonal favor to try to compel him to study. 
Any means that he might adopt to accomplish 
this end would be sustained by his father, and 
the birch was particularly recommended. Mr. 
Butler was unwilling to take charge of 
oung Ward, but at the solicitation of 
is father finally consented. The boy’s con- 
duct fully bore out his unruly reputation, and 
after many warnings and a consultation with 
his father, Butler administered a sound 
thrashing. Ward at once 
ran out room and sought 
his drother Matt, to whom he compiained of 
the treatment which he had received. Matt 
Ward armed himself, walked to the school- 
house, and shot Butler through the heart. 
There was intense excitement Louisville, 
and so great was the public indignation 
that Ward secured a change of venue. Sen- 
ator John Js Crittenden volunteered to defend 
him, and &fter a long trial Ward was ac- 
quitted. He afterwards emigrated to Arkan- 
sas, and shortly after the close of the war 
was shot by bushwhackers while waik- 
ing on the plazza of his house.

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THE STILLWELL MURDER. 


NO INDICTMENT RETURNED BY THE GRAND- 
, \ JUR. 


The Report Presented to the Court—Recom- 
mendations for Future Investigation— 
R. H. Stillwell’s Letter to the Jury— 
Names of Witnesses Who Should Have 
Been Summoned, 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Feb. 19.—The sensational 
indictment which it was expected the Marion 
County Grand-jury would find against a prom- 
ment citizen for the murder, December 29, 
1888, of Amos J. Stilwell, fully described in 
the last SUNDAY PosT-DIsPaTCH, was not re- 
turned into court yesterday. The Grand-jury, 
after a recess of ten days, reassembled and 
formulated the following report in lieu of an 
indictment, which was opposed by five of the 
jurors. Following is 


THE REPORT:

We, the undersigned members ofthe Grand-jury, 
now in session in your bonorable court.sitting in the 
city of Hannibal, A beg leave to report we 
have made an effortto thoroughly, fairly and fear- 
n the murder oft Amos J. stillwell, 
which occurredin the last of December, 1888, in 
this city; that in doing so we have labored 
under very considerable disadvantages 
in that we have not had the benefit of com- 
petent legal counsel and advice, nor hearty co-oper- 
ation and assistance from those most interested, On 
the contrary, we were the recipients of a very in- 
sulting communication from R. H. Stillwell, which 
isherewith Abmitted, doubtiessintended to dis- 
courage and dq it the labors of the Grand- 
jury in their efforts to discover the murderer 
ot his father. That we have nevertheless obtained 
some important evidence which we have sealed 
up and herewith turn over to the custody ofthe 
court, and recommend for it thatit be preserved for 
the use of any future Grand-jury, but that we are 
satisfied thereis other material evidence obtainable 
which it is not in the power of the Grand-jury to 


procure. 

We would respectfully recommend thata special 
Grand- jury, compos of the best citizens of 
Mason and Miller Townships. should at some 
future and convement time be empauelled for the 
special purpose of investigating this case, 
and that such Grand-jury should be provided witha 
competent and zealous prosecuting attorney, of 
whose assistance and counsel they could avail them- 
selves at times when desired.

GREAT BRITAIN WILL USE THEM IN HER 
COAST DEFENSE. 


An American Invention Which Failed to Se. 
cure Prompt Recognition at Home—The 
Prejudice Againstthe New War Engine 
Among Army and Navy Officers and the 
Cause of It—Tests to Be Made, 


By Telegraph tothe Fosr-Disraren. 

EW YORK, Feb. 

19.— It was learned 
yesterday at the offices of the 
Pneumatic Dynamite Gun 
Co. that the order of the 
British Government for filty 
dynamite guns will not be 


test is made at Shoeburyness 
of a gun soon to be shipped from here. The 
order for the fifty pieces was recently reported 
by cable as having been formally made, and 
the officials of the company are now awaiting 
advices by mail. The British Government, it 
is said, however, bas fully determined to 
adopt the dynamite gun as an auxiliary 
to the coast defenses, provided the 
coming tests at Shoeburyness proved 
as Satisfactory as those made last 
year at Fort Lafayette. It is further learned 
that England proposes to erect similar bat- 
terles in India, Australia and the West Indies. 
The anticipated order for fifty guns, it is be- 
lieved, is only a commencement, and it 13 
expected that before the year is over another 
order as large, if not larger, will be given for 
the same weapon. No doubt is expressed as 
to the test ot the 15-inch gun at Shoeburyness. 
The British authorities at home wish to 
assure themselves personally of the reports 
made by detailed officers. 

THE TEST GUN 

ig at present at Cold Spring, N. Y., but will 
be shipped to England during the early part 
ot March. Already the emplacement is built 
for the reception of the gun and several 
pleces of mechanism have been shipped over 
by the company. The test, it las thought. will 
be completed some time during the montn of 
April. Iu all 200 loaded shells will be fired. 
The projectiles and their explosive charges 
will be furnished by the Pneumatic Dynamite 
Gun Co. of this city. 

President Schuyler states that the company 
has been aware for some time past that a 
large order would soon be given by the Brit- 
ish government, but this order, he says, was 
never expected until the gun to be shipped 
to Shoeburyness in March has been mounted 
and tested. Itis now learned that the inspec- 
tions made by British offiéers during the 
series of tests at Fort Lafayette last spring 
were fully reported totheir government, and 
that these officers were so firmly convinced of 
the efliciency ofthe dynamite gun that they 
strongly urged their war department to ac- 
cept the weapon without undertaking further 
tests. . 

Considerable surprise was aroused in mill- 
tary circles at the report of the impressioa 
created upon the British artillerymen,. The 
majority of American officers who were pres- 
looked upon the 
working of the new weapon rather passively, 
It not indifferently, and, indeed, were not 
certain thatthe gun amounted to anything 
exceeding mediocrity. Those who know 
9 1. however, that most of these American 
officers were unduly biased by reason of re- 
flections cast upon the piece by the Chief of 
Ordnance of the army and also by officers of 
the army and navy. 

THE FIRST ORDER 
given by the. British Government was re- 
received by tha Pneumatic Gun Co. last fall. 
The order called for three fifteen-inch dyna- 
mite guns, to be used forthe harbor defense 
of Victoria, Australia. The first of these 
three guus will be shipped to England during 
the early part of the coming month and will 
be mounted and given an cxhaustive test at 
the Shoeburyness proving grounds. This first 
order also called for the delivery of some 
two hundred shelle and explosive matter. 
Each gun furnished by the Pneumatic Dyna- 
mite Gun Co. will cost the British Government 
abopt $30,000.

A DECLINING INDUSTRY. 


Cause of the Decadénce of Wool-Growing 
in Connecticut. 


By Telegraph to the POst-D1spatTcn. 

WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 19.—The sheep in- 
dustry in Connecticut is suffering a rapid de- 
cadence. The leading factor in the decline of 
a once flourishing feature of nutmeg agricul- 
ture is the ravages of dogs. The towns of Ox- 
ford and Ansonia, in the Naugatuck Valley, 
have become embroiled over canine raids 
upon the sheep fold. The Selectmen of Ox- 


ford have presented to the Ansonia town 
officials a bill for $3850 for damages alleged to 
have been done to sheep in the former town 
by dogs owned in the latter. The Ansonia 
officials decline to pay the bill except upon 
the clear, substantiation of the claims ad- 
vanced the Oxford Selectmen and it is 
probable that the difficulty*will engender liti- 
gation. 

The town of Torrington has introduced a 
new feature into the agriculture of Litchfield 
County by the substitution of the dug-proof 
Angora goats in the place of sheep. The 
Connecticut Board of Agriculture in its last 
report givessome interesting statistics con- 
cerning the damage dune by dogs in this State 
during the previous year. One hundred and 
six towns in the State reported 1,719 sheep 
killed. Twenty-three other towns reported 
damages paid to the amount of $2,082.55, but 
were unable to give the number of sheep 
killed. A moderate estimate for these towns, 
however, would be 400, making a total of 2,119 
sheep killed by dogs during the year. 

The 106 towns also reported 531 sheep 
maimed or injured. The amount paid by the 
towns for sheep killed or injured was $10, - 
279.88, and for cattle, $354.50. The owners of 
dogs are known to have paid $636.48 for dam- 
uge done to sheep, but as settlements of this 
character were generally private, the 
amount actualiy paid was undoubtedly con- 
siderably in excess ofthat given. The total 
amount which was paid by towns and individ- 
uals for damage to sheep and cattle by dogs 
was 80 far as reported $11,254.86. 

The number of male dogs registered during 
the year was 30,711; and of female. 1,704. The 
dog tax collected amounted to $41,100.50; the 
license fee for male dogs being $1.15, and for 
female ones, $6.15. Many thousands of dogs 
escape registration, as the enforcement of the 
statute is conspicuonusiyv lax in many towns. 

The Board of Agriculture says that the 
damage to Connecticut agriculture from the 
ravages of dogs among flocks of sheep is not 
to be estimated by the $10,000 and more paid 
to the farmers for loss. The flocks are not 
only frequentiy ruined, but the owners are 
discouraged. An official of the town of Wood- 
bridge recently reported that only two sheep 
are owned in that town although there is suf- 
ficient unutilized land growing up of brush 
and briers to support 5, 000 or 3,000 sheep, and 
it is the opinion of the official that the sheep 
industry there would rapidly 82 if the 
owners of dogs were obliged to kcep them re- 
strained. An official inthe town of Sprague 
reports that were it not for dogs, sheep would 
be a leading source of profit to farmers. 

At present there are about 50,000 sheep in 
the State and it is believed that the number 
could be quad without dlminution of 
other sto®ks and with a great improvement 
of the condition of farms. The soil and cli- 
mate are both well adapted to sheep raising.

DAVID ESSEX PORTER. 


The Son of the Adwmtralina Police Court on 
a Serious Charge. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—Maj. David 
Essex Porter, a son of Admiral Porter, is in 
serious trouble. He was arraigned in the Po- 
lice Court yesterday afternoon on a charge of 
obtaining some $1,900 in money and goods 
from F. W. Johnson, a colored man, on the 
strength of false and fraudulent representa- 
tions, Johnson alleges that on August 20 last 
Porter promised to obtain him a good 
Government position in consideration 


of $1,900. Porter, it appears, failed to keep 
his promise and Jobnson claims he is outof 
work and out of money. Porter is a man 
ofneat address, apparently in the neighbor - 
hood of 40 years of age, although he is some 
years alder, and much sympathy is felt for 
him in this city. He was arrested by Officer 
Boland of the First Precinct and kept at the 
station until court time, when he was driven 
there in a patrol wagon with white and 
black prisoners, charged with drunkenness 
and other offenses.

In 1867 he went to Egypt and entered the serv- 
ice of the Khedive, participating in many 
bloody eng ments. o was offered a posi- 
tion In the Haytien army about 4 year ago, but 
declined it. e stated after his arrest that he 
had received some money from Johnson, but 
spent it trying to get him a government posi- 
tion. He obtained a few positions for colored 
people under the Cleveland regime, and col- 
ored applicants looked to him as the proper 
person to push their claims..

HOW THE WORLD'S FAIR CONTRST IS RE- 


GARDEN THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


An Important Feature of the Contest That 
Will Probably Be Decided This Week— 
Those Who Favor a Fair and Those Who 
Are Opposed to It—Posftion of the Com- 
petitors. 


INCE lt has been de- 

cided that the debate 

on the question of the 

World’s Fair will com- 

mence to-morrow, and 

the St. Louls delega- 

: ition has made arrange- 
ny ments to be on the 
ground ready for 
work, last night lot, 
were drawn as to the 
order in which the 
speeches should be 
made, and the follow. 
ing order was agreed 
upon: New York will 
firat present its case, 
Sr. Louls will follow, 
Chicago will be the 
third in order and 
Washington ill close. Two days, Thursday 
and Friday. bave been set apart for the debate 
upon the question, and unless some unantici- 
pated turn of affairs takes place the vote will 
be taken on Monday. 
WHAT THE EXACT PROGRAMME 
will be can not yet be told, asthere are three 
parties in the fieid. One is in favor of com- 
mitting Congress to a World's Fair before a 
site isselected. This party is headed by the 
St. Louisans, and has strong support from 
many of those who favor New York and 
Washington. Another party wish the ques- 
tion of site to be settled before anything else 
is done. This is composed of the New York 
sity men and alarge proportion of the Chi- 
cago contingent. Still a third party 
are opposed to holding any World’s 
Fair at all. This vote comes prineipally 
from the Gulf States,and has supporters in al- 
most every part of the country. It is in rela- 
tion to this party that the greatest degree of 
uncertainty prevails. The strength of the 
party that is unalterably opposed to an inter- 
national exposition is an unknown quantity, 
and upon it will largely depend the course of 
proceedings. The St. Louis men are in favor 
of bringing the question of a world’s fair or 
no world’s fair to a vote as soon as possible in 
order to eliminate this factor. 
A LARGE PROPORTION 

of those who are not now in favor ofa World's 
Fair, notably a large number of the Texas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Arkansas delega- 
tions to Congress, would vote for St. Louis 
were it decided that a World’s Fair should be 
held. The Chicago men are very 
anxious to push the question of 
site to a decision before a vote 
is taken upon the World’s Fair as a whole. By 
so dolng, it is believed that the St. Louis 
strength can be seriously depleted, and since 
the New York trouble and its partial patching 
up Chicago considers St. Louis to be its most 
dangerous rival. If a vote on the location of 
the Worid’s Fair is taken before a World's 
fair is decided upon, it is calculated that from 
twenty-five to forty votes that would be given 
to St. Louis in preference to any other sity. 
will not be cast at all. Washington, whic 
originally was an ally of St. Louis, is now 
working in conjanction with the Chicago men, 
as the fact is recoguized that as a comprom- 
ise city St. Louis hus a great advantage over 
the national capital. The New Yorkers as a 
rule, and all those who wish a World’s Fair to 
be held irrespective of ite location, are heart 
ily in favor of the St. Louis proposition to 
decide upon this question before the site is 
taken up. 
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THE ADVANTAGES 

of such a course are apparent. None ot those 
who advocate the claimsof any city cun yote 
againsta fair, and only those who have no 
affiliations with any of the contestants will 
vote againstafair. If onthe other hand the 
question is left open until a location is settled 
upon, the temptation for the defeated 
parties to stop any fair at all 
will be very strong. It is generally 
agreed that the best chance of insuring a 
World’s Fair would be to take a vote upon 
this proposition before anything else is con- 
sidered, but the Chicago men and some of the 
New York City delegation maintain 
that this would be giving St. Louis 
an unfair advantage, as a ez 
considerable percentage of its vote will 
come from those who do not wish a fair to be 
held and who will only cast their votes when 
they see that nothing else can be done. The 
contest will probably be decided this week, 
although it may extend into next week.

He can hold out at 
arm’s-length 80 pounds and in condition can 
hold out 100 pounds, He has raised 125 pounds 
straight over his head with one arm three 
times in succession. Last November he raised 
500 pounds s inches from the floor with one 
hand, and at afttother time he raised 250 


pounds 12 inches from the floor with one fin- 
ger. He canraise 300 pounds dead weight 
with his neck. Baptiste won the title of West- 
ern champion on March 9, 1889, by default, 
and on Abril 25 be defeated Paul Weiss, cham- 
jon of the turners, in two straight falls, 
rmco-Roman, 3 minutes to each fall. 

Bd Brendamour, the acknowledged light 
weight champion wrestier of America, is a 
native of Cincinnati.

Brendamour 
is not only a wrestler, but is a perfect gentie- 
man at all times. 

B. A. McFadden is an example of a self- 
made physical man, having brought himself 
from excessive weakness up to his present 
physical condition by hissystem of diet and 
Muscular development. His system was very 
weak when he first became interested in 

hysical training for the improvement of his 

eaith and strength. He belleves- that a 
man’s physical condition is in his own hands.

Three or four terrific right and 
left-hand blows on the Australian’s neck 
made the latter ee groggy and then 
Dempsey hit him when and where he pleased, 
McCarthy staggering around the ring like a 
drunken man, but although Dempsey contin- 
ued to rain blowson his neck he still kept 
his feet until the Nonpareil in pity for his 
victim asked him to give up. 

McUarthy refused, and as the round was 
about to close Dempsey would not punish 
him any more, but took him by thearm and 
led him to his corner amid cheers from the 
spectators. McCarthy came forward in the 
twenty-seventh, just able tostand on his feet. 
A blow on the face senthimtothe floor. He 
arose with blood streaming from his nose and 
mouth, anc Dempsey again sent him down. 
McCarthy rose a second time, and Dempsey 
begged him to give up. NcCarthy still refused, 
and Dempsey struck him lightly, and he fell 
but rose up in two seconds more. The en- 
treaties of Dempsey still met with a refusal 
from the Australian to give up, and Dempsey 
knocked him down a fourth time. He 
staggered to his feet to save a knockout, and 
the round closed. 

McCarthy was led to his corner covered 
with blood and loud cries were heard all over 
the hall asking him to give up the fight. 

When the gong sounded for the twenty- 
eighth round McCarthy staggered to the cen- 
ter ot the ring and Dempsey implored him to 
giveup, The wiidest excitement prevailed all 
over thé building. Mingzled cries of Knock 
him out, Jack, and Give it up, McCarthy,’’ 
were heard everywhere. The Australian 
still refused to acknowledge him- 
self defeated and —2 J eat him 
into his corner and sent him down in 
aheap. He rose again and leaned against the 
ropes for support. Dempsey walked up to 
finish him, but his compassion for the pitiable 
object before him was too much for the Non- 
pareil, so he stepped up to the referee ana 
declared he had not the heart to punish the 
manany further. Just then Paddy Gorman, 
McCarthy’s second, broke into the ring, and, 
dragging his principal over to his corner, 
refused to permit him to stay in the fight any 
longer. Dempsey was accordingly declared 
the winner amid loud cheers from the 2,000 
spectators, who admired his compassion for 
his game antagonist.
